INFORMATION NEEDED. 

Since the Imperial government 
has placed restrictions on “sev- 
eral articles going into the old 
country we have had several in- 
quiries as to what may and may 
not be sent through the mails to 
friends across the pond. 

In some cases our towns- 
people have had parcels return- 
ed to them from the dead letter 
office ‘with the instructions that 
the parcel could not be forward- 
ed to its destination as there 
were some articles in it which 
were on the restricted list. 

- Inquiry at the post office 
shows that there are no instruc- 
tions thére as to what may or 
may not be sent by mail to the 
old country. It seems to us that 
the postal department should 
keep the public informed in this 
matter through the post office 
officials, as a large number of 
parcels arenow being sent to 
friends and relatives:in the Brit- 
ish' Isles. It should be ‘an easy 
matter to prepare a list of goods
